This letter is to inform you of the State Board of Educations (SBE) final decision on the cut off score for the 
Pnjeba de Espafiol para la Cartfflcacidn Bthngue examination At the June 16, 2000 meeting, the SBE 
approved the recommendation that applicants for a bilingual endorsement must pass 12 out of 15 subsections 
by obtaining a score of 2 or better on each subsection The SBE shall receive annual reports that include test 
performance data, impact data, and test improvement data with the understanding that the passing standard be 
raised overtime to reach the target of 14 subsections out of 15 

Your test results indicate a level of proficiency below the acceptable level described above Please read the 
following information carefully Examinees who received a score of 1 in more than three subsections of the test 
must take the examination again and raise the score(s) to at least a score of 2 in 12 of the 15 subsections in 
order to receive an endorsement in bilingual education The grading procedures remain unchanged 

Examinees will not necessarily have to retake the entire exam What this means is that 

1) The examinees will retake only the part(s) of the exam that resulted m a score of 1 Due to the 
holistic nature of the exam, an entire part will be retaken, 

2) Only the subsection(s) with a score of 1 will be re-scored, 

3) Subsection(s) with a score of 2 or higher within the part(s) retaken will not be re-graded, 

4) The fee to retake the exam is set at $30 00 per part

Martinez is in his 13th year at Espafiola, having accumulated a 252- 

133 record and two state titles Martinez also led Mora to a state title in his first year as a head coach in 1994-95 
and has a 334-165 career record However, the fiery, demanding head coach has also dealt with his share of 
adversity 

Martinez has been fired twice, only only to regain the job through the Espafiola school board 

In February 2014, the school district placed him on leave as it investigated allegations that he demeaned or bullied 
players. The investigation did not find any concrete evidence to support the claims, and Martinez was back on the 
sidelines without missing a game, Martmez took aim at his critics then, saying they do not quite see things the 
same way he does 

“They’ll call it bullymg, and I call it constructive criticism,” Martinez said “They’ll call it intimidating, and I call 
it perception. They call it weak, I call it mental toughness It all depends on the context of it ”

After he led the Sundevils to the program’s first state title m 2011, Martinez did not receive a recommendation 
from then-athletic director Theresa Flores until late May It came after he applied for the Santa Fe High boys 
basketball coaching job, and he withdrew his name from consideration 

In March 2012, Martinez was fired by then-athletic director Lenny Roybal, only to be reinstated by then- 
Superintendent Art Blea a week later after Blea reconsidered Roybal’s recommendation and put Martinez on a 
"professional development plan.” 

At Mora, he was fired in June 1995 when parents complamed to the school board about the coach
